3. First train arrived at Marienborn 2200 with 40 passengers, 
Lt. Hunt commanding; Soviet officer asked train commander's 
permission to affix rubber stamp to movement orders, simultaneously 
snowing him the stamp. Soviet also asked if there were any 
objection to having a Soviet enlisted man handle the orders to 
assist in affixing the stamp. When assumed there were no objections, 
Soviet officer made cursory examination of each movement order, 
handed one at a time to his assistant who affixed the date. 
Elapsed time for clearance was 15 minutes. Train departed on 
schedule, 2227. 

4. Formality of asking permission was not pursued for second, 
third, and fourth trains, which carried, 5,11, ard 46 
passengers respectively. Under the procedure followed by 
Soviet, night 13/14 February, clearance of approximately 100 
documents could be accomplished during the 30 minute scheduled 
stop.
